CROP THREATENED BY COST 


The following article, 
titled "335 a Day Paid 
Field Workers," was taken 


from the Lodi News-Sentinel 
of April 13, 

WALNUT GROVE, April 12-- 
A shortage of field hands 
which has caused growers 
in the Sacramento river 
delta area to pay as high 
as $1.20 per lug to as- 
paragus cutters today 
threatened to cause the a- 
bandonment of many patckes 
of the product. 

George R. Wilson, mna- 
ger of the DiGiorgi Fruit 
corporation's operations 
in the delta, said one lot 
of šl Filipino asparagus 
cutters nas been averaging 
235 per day each. 

"The growers are paid 7 
cents a pound for No. l 
white asparacus end § cents 
a pound for No. 1 green," 
he said. "Contrasted with 
this return tho cost of 
cutting is extrerely hirh. 

Wilson said some of’ tho 
growers are preparinre to 


turn their asparagus lands 
to other uses because of 
inability to meet the hich 
pay demanded by experienced 
cutters when such can be 
obtuined. He said: 
‘Cutters are receiving, 
on piece work, from $1 to 
91.20 per field lug for 
cutting. On straicht time 
some of the outters are 
paid as high as $1 m hour."

(Continued from peze 5) 
or to sever blood vessels. 
Bleeding from tho veins, 
recognized by the dark red 
color and steady flow, may 
be checked by a tourniquet 
placed on the far side of 
the cut from the heart. 
Blecding from an artery 
is bright red and in spurts 
and mey be controlled by 
placing the tourniquet be- 
tween the wound and the 
head. In either case 4 


knot on the tourniquet or 
a solid object under it 


should be placed dirsctly 
over the severed blood 
vessel. 


Additional treatment 
should te rendorea by the 
physician as soon €s pos- 
sible.
